One of the early attempts to u nify Easter practices was made 
at the Cou ncil of Nicaea in 325. It brou ght together most of the 
bishops in the time of Constantine to thresh ou t perplexing chu rch 
pro blems. Constantine himself attended.

COLUMBUS (INS)—The state 
of Ohio receiv ed more and spent 
more money during the fiscal 
y ear ended last June 
3 0 than in 
any jfear in its history . 
In his annual report to the gov­ 
ernor and the legislature, State 
Auditor Joseph T. Ferguson listed 
income for the y ear from all 
sources at $732,03o,870. However, 
this was some $5 million less than 
the all-time high ex penditures 
of $7 3 7 ,5 6 5 ,26 7 . 
The report ex plained that suf­ 
ficient funds were av ailable from 
so-called 
surpluses 
of 
former 
y ears to take care of the appar­ 
ent $5 ,4 7 6 ,3 9 6 
deficit.* 
Income for the y ear increased 
$6 9 ,23 5 ,5 05 
ov er the prev ious per­ 
iod while ex penditures increased 
$3 5 ,04 2,3 4 7 . 
Ferguson said the greater in­ 
come was primarily from in­ 
creased sales tax and liq uor mon­ 
opoly rev enues. 
Sales tax es in­ 
creased $27,602,748 while liq uor 
receipts jumped $29 ,6 5 6 ,889 . 
A total of $316,803,588 was re­ 
turned to v arious political sub­ 
div isions during the y ear with the 
f e de r a l gov ernment matching

Splitting The Hair 


The begin n in g of an other Commu n ist trial 
in the U.S. Cou rt in New York City this week 
ihou ld fin d the American people better pre­ 
pared to u n derstan d the issu e than they were 
in 19 49 . 
The ll Commu n ists who wen t on trial 
Jan . 17 that y ear an d fin ally were fou n d gu ilty 
on Oct. 14 rev ealed it is possible to obtain con ­ 
v iction s within .the law. 
When their case was rev iewed by the U.S. 
Su preme Cou rt, after their con v iction had 
been u pheld by the U.S. Cou rt of Appeals in 
New York, it was established clearly that the 
Smith Act was con stitu tion al. 
That gav e the Departmen t of Ju stice a 
green light to prosecu te Commu n ists on ev i­ 
den ce of con spiracy to teach an d ov erthrow 
the gov ern men t. The 16 defen dan ts in the n ew 
•case in New York Federal Cou rt, the case of 
six Commu n ists in Mary lan d n ow in the han ds 
of a Baltimore ju ry an d a batch of 15 Com­ 
m u n ists in Los An geles all are resu ts of this 
preceden t. 
In process are cases again st six 
Commu n ists in Pittsbu rgh an d sev en in 
Hawaii. 
In each case, the legal hair to be spot is 
whether or n ot the defen dan ts are gu ilty of 
con spirin g to teach an d adv ocate the ov er­ 
throw of the gov ern men t, or were merely 
av owed Commu n ists. 
Thou gh bein g a Commu n ist is in itself a 
presu mptiv e gu ilt, on ly a Commu n ist who can 
be prov ed gu ilty of con spirin g to ov erthrew 
the gov ern men t is in poten tial trou ble with 
the cou rts. The proof is n ev er easy . It took 
a million dollars an d in fin ite patien ce to ob­ 
tain the first con v iction s. 
Bu t the resu lt was worth the effort. The 
Commu n ist con spiracy was robbed of a grou p 
of its leaders. The n ewest grou p to go on trial 
represen ts an other rou n du p of key con spir­ 
ators. 


With v ery little assistan ce from 
the Federal gov ern men t, the dn i- 
j ted States made tremen dou s pro- 
I gress du rin g the half cen tu ry 
• from 1850 to 19 00. There were 
some depression s an d hardships 


I bu t these con dition s on ly temn or- 
• arily slowed down the dy n amic 
power of priv ate en terprise with 
I its in cen tiv es an d competitiv e 
market sy stem. 
Du rin g the 50 y ears precedin g 
19 00, the Federal gov ern men t was 
hardly 
n oticeable; 
it 
scarcely 
tou ched the liv es of bu sin essmen 
an d employ ees, hou sewiv es, doc­ 
tors, 
lawy ers 
an d 
can dlestick 
makers. The citizen ry as a whole 
was law abidin g an d possessed 
of high moral in tegrity . 
The relation ship ex istin g be­ 
tween the Federal gov ern men t 
an d the states an d citizen s in 19 00 
might be liken ed to the rela­ 
tion ship that ex ists today in man y 
n ation wide serv ice organ ization s. 
For in stan ce, a local civ ic clu b— 
Lion s, 
Kiwan is, 
Rotary —holds 
membership in a n ation al organ ­ 
ization . There is a n ation al head­ 
qu arters. Bu t it is far away an d 
participates scarcely at all in the 
local clu b’s affairs.

THE LOCAL civ ic clu b su b­ 
scribes to the prin ciples set forth 
in the n ation al charter of it or­ 
gan ization , occasion ally gets on e 
of its members elected to a n a­ 
tion al office, sen ds two or three 
members to the organ ization ’s 
n ation al con v en tion , an d lev ies 
an assessmen t of $2 or $3 a y ear 
on each member to defray the

IN 19 08, after a period of the 
greatest econ omic progress a peo­ 
ple had ev er kn own , the n ation ’s 
debt 
was 
on ly 
$1,26 3,000,000, 
amou n tin g to a mere $15 per per­ 
son for the 76 ,000,000 popu lation 
of that day , or $75 for a family 
of fiv e. Thu s, in these 19 00 figu res 
on per capita debt ($15) an d cost 
of gov ern men t ($3.88 a y ear), we 
see that the activ ities of the Fed­ 
eral gov ern men t were small, an 
in sign ifican t factor in n ation al 
progress. A growin g n ation , a pro­ 
gressin g 
n ation 
was 
scarcely 
aware of the ex isten ce of a Fed­ 
eral gov ern men t. That’s an im­ 
portan t fact to remember. 
In con trast tqday , ou r Federal 
gov ern men t is a great sprawlin g, 
domin atin g bu reau cracy — in ter­ 
cedin g in ev ery body ’s bu sin ess, 
it seems; gettin g in ev ery body ’s 
hair; holdin g a han d in ev ery ­ 
body ’s 
pocketbook; smotherin g 
ou t local self-gov ern men t an d 
citizen in depen den ce. In 50 y ears 
we hav e gon e a lon g way in to 
gov ern men t regimen tation bit by 
bit. As a people, we hav e made 
econ omic progress bu t the sou n d 
portion of this progress has been 
made in spite of an d n ot becau se 
of the growth an d big spen din g 
of the Federal gov ern men t. 


TODAY ou r fu tu re econ omic 
progress is seriou sly jeopardized. 
With the ex pen ditu re of the pres­ 
en t 19 52 bu dget of $71,59 4,000,000, 
the n ation al debt will be $26 0,- 


hardly aware of the ex isten ce of 
the n ation al headqu arters. That’s 
abou t the kin d of relation ship ou r 
citizen s an d states had with their 
Federal gov ern men t 50 y ears ago. 
In 19 00, members of the civ ic 
clu b “U. S. A.” — the American 
citizen s — were pay in g an av er­ 
age of on ly $3.88 each in tax es 
per y ear to defray the total cost 
of operatin g the Federal gov ern ­ 
men t. A family of fiv e thu s was 
pay in g an av erage of $19 .40 a 
y ear in all forms of Federal tax es. 
Today that’s hard to believ e. On 
the basis of the presen t Federal 
bu dget, the bite placed on each 
citizen is av eragin g $477 a y ear; 
an d a family of fiv e, $2,375. That’s 
an in crease sin ce 19 00 of 12,200 
per cen t in the cost of Federal 


tax of $477 per person , we see rn 
tru e light how the presen t in ­ 
come an d fu tu re in come of ev ery 
family is bein g crippled by big 
spen din g gov ern men t. 
It is tru e, of cou rse, that qu ite 
a bit of the spen din g in recen t 
y ears has been du e to war an d 
the threat of war. It is also tru e 
that dishon esty , graft an d waste 
on a hu ge scale has been u n cov ­ 
ered. The fact is apparen t that 
with hon esty , good man agemen t 
an d common sen se in han dlin g 
of pu blic fu n ds the proposed bu d­ 
get cou ld be cu t in half.

Panmunjom On Potomac 
Person s with lon g 
memo ries, particularly 
in steel town s, hav e n ot 
fo rg o tten that it has

su spen ded by presiden tial requ est. 
It has been more than fou r mon ths sin ce 
n egotiation s for a n ew con tract began last 
Nov . 27. 
Gov ern men t mediators en tered the case 
on Dec. 20. 
On Dec. 14, a gov ern men t spokesman had 
assu red a deadlock when he an n ou n ced n o 
price in crease wou ld be allowable, ex cept u n ­ 
der the Capehart amen dmen t for costs which 
had risen before Ju ly 26 . That clin ched the 
in du stry ’s opposition to the su bstan tial cost 
in creases which were bu ilt in to the deman ds 
of Un ited Steelworkers. 
All the pan els, hearin gs an d gen eral dis­ 
cu ssion sin ce that time hav e n ot altered the 
basic issu e. Steel man agemen t an d the u n ion 
hav e n ot been bargain in g with each other at 
all; both hav e been bargain in g with the gov ­ 
ern men t. 
Bu t in side itself, the gov ern men t is par­ 
aly zed by the irrecon cilable position s it has 
taken . The Wage Stabilization Board fin ally 
came ou t with recommen dation s which simply 
cou ld n ot be accepted by the price stabilizers. 
The gov ern men t cou ld n ot permit a strike, 
bu t n either cou ld it permit a qu id pro qu o- for 
cost in creases an d price in creases. 
Thin gs con tin u e to look dark an d gloomy 
at Pan mu jom, where a tru ce in a shootin g war 
elu des the n egotiators. Bu t they are n o dark. 
er or gloomier than they are in Washin gton , 
where a tru ce in an in du strial con flict elu des 
n egotiators who are theoretically striv in g for 
a common goal—the welfare of a basic in ­ 
du stry . 


Personality Clashes 
Accordin g to the ru le that there are n o 
in dispen sable men in the federal gov ern men t, 
the settlemen t of the McGrath-Morris qu arrel 
is most satisfactory . 
Both hav e gon e away . 
Whatev er good 
qu alities they had fin ally were more than off­ 
set by their clash—on e of a lon g su ccession 
of person ality clashes which hav e han dicap­ 
ped the federal gov ern men t. 
Fran klin D. Roosev elt u sed to settle these 
issu es by kickin g the combatan ts u pstairs. Mr. 
Tru man ’s method is preferable. 
He throws 
them ou t 
Those who poin t to the repartee of Mc­ 
Grath an d Morris an d to the recen t resign a­ 
tion of Charles E. Wilson as ev iden ce that the 
Presiden t is losin g con trol may be right. 
Bu t it mu st be con sidered that the alter­ 
n ativ e sen din g them on their way wou ld hav e 
been a mu ch more damagin g loss of con trol. 
If Mr. McGrath an d Mr. Morris wan t to con ­ 
tin u e their fight, they n ow can do it on their 
own time.

As ju st on e of million s calcu ­ 
latin g the effect of Presiden t Tru ­ 
man ’s sign -off a few day s ago, we 
su spect the effect will n ot be 
con fin ed to obv iou s con sequ en ces. 
The deep-dish writers talkin g 
abou t the en d of a dy n asty are 
probably on the right track. Pres­ 
iden tial politics is mix ed u p with 
mass emotion alism — an d in that 
resepect there has been a momen ­ 
tou s dev elopmen t. The sou rce of 
a major part of the emotion alism 
is goin g to retire from politics. , 
The repercu ssion s of throwin g 
open the Democratic party ’s forth- 
<. -'min g n omin atin g con v en tion , 
after so man y y ears in which its 
choice of a n omin ee was cu t an d 
dried, will n ot be limited to on e 
party . 
Man y other thin gs which were 
similarly cu t an d dried du rin g 
the same period will be thrown 
open to re-ex amin a ion an d re­ 
v ision . 
On e of these which is 
particu larly in terestin g may be 
the techn iqu e of political report­ 
in g. We thin k it shou ld be. 
To borrow the threadare ex ­ 
pression made famou s by Will 
Rogers, most of u s kn ow n othin g 
abou t politics ex cept what we 
read in the papers — an d what 
are told v ia electron ics. That pu ts 
a tremen dou s respon sibility on 
the people who do the reportin g. 
They are for the most part con ­ 
scien tiou s, hard-workin g people 
skilled in their occu pation an d 
dedicated to the pu rsu it of tru es. 
Bu t like ev ery body else wha 
works for a lon g time in the same 
field, political reporters get in to 
a ru t. 
It is ou r gu ess their ru t has 
been plower u p an d bu lldozed 
ov er by the circu mstan ces which 
cau ght most of them off gu ard in 
19 48 an d are con tin u in g to keep 
them off balan ce in 19 52. It is n o 


lon ger possible to do a workman ­ 
like job of cov erin g politics by 
in terv iewin g someon e else who is 
doin g the same thin g. 
As on e wag poin ted ou t after 
the primary in New Hampshire, 
the reporters who had descen ded 
on that state to feel the pu lse of 
pu blic opin ion did their pu lse- 
feelin g in placer where opin ion 
was in flu en ced by the reporters 
try in g to fin d ou t what was go­ 
in g on . 
In effect, these people 
felt their own pu lses. 
This may be an u n importan t 
detail of politics. 
Bu t in that 
en dless pu rsu it of the facts which 
is on e of the key characteristics 
of popu lar sov ereign ty , there is a 
staggerin g bu rden of respon sibil­ 
ity on the peripatetic writers who 
compile day -to-day su mmaries of 
what is bein g don e in the n ame 
of the sov ereign people. 
As ju st on e of million s with a 
person al stake in bein g as well 
in formed as possible — becau se 
con fu sion is the most dan gerou s 
sin gle en emy of the repu blic — 
we hope these writers will be 
able to rise to the occasion . 
There are stirrin gs in the earth 
an d in the body politic. They are 
con fron ted with a historic chal­ 
len ge to fin d ou t what is goin g 
on . The rest of u s hav e n o other 
mean s of in formation if they 
grow so con fu sed they merely 
perpetu ate on e an other’s gu esses. 


Impartiality—Weapon For Defeat 


It is so often su ggested that 
colu mn ists an d editors be impar­ 
tial, which gen erally mean s to 
be u n hu man . For the hu man 
•min d was made to thin k, to 
draw con clu sion s, to reach de­ 
cision s. Impartiality is n ot a v ir­ 
tu e; it is an escape from respon ­ 
sibility . 
In the 19 52 election s, the issu es 
are so importan t for the fu tu re 
n ot on ly of ou r cou n try bu t of 
ou r civ ilization that impartiality 
can ev en be a weapon for ou r 
defeat. I saw the other day that 
the Gov ern or of New Jersey , Al­ 
fred E. Driscoll, made a plea for 
u n ity , which is a lov ely sou n din g 
word that dictators like Hitler 
an d Stalin u sed as an opiate. Fer­ 
din an d an d Isabella, back at the 
en d of the fifteen th cen tu ry in 
Spain , sou ght to en force “u n ity ” 
an d destroy ed a great empire. 
Un ity , in effect, mean s a total 
ackn owledgemen t that free opin ­ 
ion is a v ice. On e accepts the 
dicta of those who ru le, an d kow­ 
tows to the su periority of tile 
slogan ov er the debate. 
UNFORTUNATELY for Gen ­ 
eral Eisen hower’s repu tation , the 
mechan ics of his campaign tried 
to achiev e u n ity within the Re­ 
pu blican party by the blitz meth­ 
od. On e argu men t tried on me 
was that Taft, by in sistin g u pon 
ru n n in g, was impairin g the u n ity 
of the Repu blican Party . At the 
time this argu men t was presen t­ 
ed, to it was added the horrify ­ 
in g prediction that if Taft did 
n ot withdraw, Tru man wou ld be 
elected. 
I cou ld n ot help askin g why 
is it n ot equ ally tru e that be­ 
cau se Gen eral Eisen hower in sists 
u pon ru n n in g, he is prev en tin g 
the ectoplasm of u n ity from en ­ 
v elopin g Taft. After all, Taft is 
a Repu blican by registration , by 
v otin g record an d by leadership 
in the party for man y y ears, 
whereas Eisen hower is a n ew­ 
comer whose assertion of party 
affiliation was n ev er accompan ­ 
ied by a promise of party loy al­ 
ty .

Actu ally , it is best for a politi­ 
cal part when there are man y 
can didates an d a big fight. The 
more can didates, the wilder the 
fight, the better the opportu n ity 
of the people to assert them­ 
selv es. Why su ppress an y on e who 
believ es himself su ited for the 
Presiden cy ? 


HAROLD STASSEN, for in ­ 
stan ce, believ es that he is su ited 
to be Presiden t of the Un ited 
States. In 19 48, he dev eloped an 
en ormou s followin g, particu lar­ 
ly amon g y ou n g people, so that 
he was the most popu lar man at 
the Repu blican con v en tion . 
In 19 52, Stassen ’s day had 
passed. His own state, Min n esota, 
gav e Eisen hower su ch a write-in 
v ote as to con test Stassen ’s lead­ 
ership; in Wiscon sin , he was 
sn owed u n der altogether. These 
are his states, and hav ing To st 
them, he has no po sitio n of lead­ 
ership left. 
Harold Stassen , on the basis of 
his 19 48 repu tation , was en titled 
to ru n in this y ear’s primaries. 
He tested his stren gth an d fou n d 
it in adequ ate. He can n ow seek 
the Attorn ey Gen eral’s office, al­ 
thou gh I am su re that he wou ld 
prefer to be Secretary of State. 
Ev en for these jobs, his political 
claims are in adequ ate. Neither 
Taft n or Eisen hower n eeds him. 


THE CASE of Gov ern or War­ 
ren is differen t. He came in to the 
Wiscon sin Repu blican Primary 


an d established that he can get 
a large Democratic v ote. How 
mu ch of that v ote was for Eisen ­ 
hower an d how mu ch for Warren 
will n ev er be kn own , bu t politic­ 
ally it is a Warren credit an d 
places bim in position to be a 
can didate for Vice-Presiden t, an 
altern ativ e can didate for Presi­ 
den t in the ev en t of a deadlock, 
or a member of the Cabin et 
shou ld a Repu blican be elected. 
The large write-in v otes in sev ­ 
eral states may u ltimately de­ 
stroy the in stitu tion of the pri­ 
mary becau se it alters its n atu re 
from a party operation to a gen ­ 
eral election . It also pu ts u pon 
the party the pressu re of mon ey 
corru ption 
in 
the 
prirrfhries, 
which will soon er or later be ex ­ 
posed to ev ery can didate’s detri­ 
men t. 
A way will be fou n d to u n cov er 
the u n believ ably hu ge ex pen di­ 
tu res in these primaries, most of 
which are in direct an d secret. 
The day will come when the cost 
of this operation will become a 
pu blic scan dal. Ev ery write-in 
is an organ ized, directed effort 
like the adv ertisin g scheme of 
u sin g box -tops. 
In fact, on e of the reason s that 
there are so few can didates in a 
cou n try so rich in su itable per­ 
son alities is that it costs too 
mu ch to ru n . The can didate has 
to become a beggar amon g the 
rich dr the labor u n ion s an d he 
may , if he is spin eless, become 
their slav e.

Some lost of mu scu lar stren gth 
an d stiffn ess may be n oticed at 
the same time. 
Mu scu lar mov emen ts ten d to be 
performed more slowly an d with 
greater difficu lty . Some other 
sy mptoms, especially a ten den cy 
to lack of ex pressiv en ess in the 
face, may be presen t. Sometimes 
sev ere an x iety or men tal or phy ­ 
sical shock seems to brin g on the 
sy mptoms. 
The same sy mptoms may come 
from in fection s, especially what 
is called epidemic en cephalitis, 
w’hich is a v iru s in fection of the 
brain sometimes spoken of as 
American sleepin g sickn ess. When 
Parkin son ’s disease dev elops from 
this cau se, it is as likely to be as 
common in women as in men an d 
may come early in life. 
It is a n erv ou s con dition be­ 
cau se it comes from damage to a 
certain portion of the brain n ot 
con n ected with the thin kin g proc­ 
esses. Probably the most common 
form is that which dev elops in 
older people — men more often 
than women — as a resu lt of some 
obscu re process which may be 
con n ected with harden in g of the 
arteries or some other u n kn own 
cau se. 


The shakin g may improv e from 
time to time. Padkin son ’s disease 
dev elops slowly an d ten ds to last 
for a great man y y ears. There 
is n o pain an d the men tal con di­ 
tion is u su ally n ormal ex cept per­ 
haps after the disease has ex isted 
for man y y ears when thin kin g 
may be somewhat slowed. 
People who hav e this con dition 
regardless of the n atu re of that 
which produ ced it, shou ld be 
especially carefu l to av oid gettin g 
ov ertired. Althou gh medicin e does 
n ot hav e an y cu re or completely 
satisfactory treatmen t, there are 
sev eral dru gs which are often 
helpfu l in con trollin g the tremors. 
Stren u ou s activ ity or en tertain ­ 
men t shou ld n ot be in du lged in , 
bu t a fairly activ e life with some 
work is good for most. Cold water 
treatmen ts, special ex ercises, su n 
baths, massage an d v itamin prep­ 
aration s hav e all been tried with­ 
ou t mu ch su ccess. There is n eed 
for improv ed methods of treat­ 
men t an d prev en tion , bu t this too, 
may come in time.

lf Your Asphalt Roof Leaks, Mend It This Way Asbestos For 
Siding Popular 
With Builders 


Now th at q uick freezes and 
thaw s have been erased from the 
w eather picture, some 
asphalt 
shingled roofs show signs of hav­ 
ing suffered from w inter’s sting. 
You will w ant to repair them be­ 
fore the heavy rains come. 
Sim ple leaks 
in 
an 
asphalt 
roof can be fixed in just a few 
m inutes 
with 
asphalt 
roofing 
cement. If the hole is a small one, 
all y ou have to do is lift the edge 
of the shingle, apply the asphalt 
over the hole with a trow el and 
press the shingle down again. 
If the shingle is torn, coat the 
underside along 
the 
tear 
and 
press it down. Drive roofing nails 
through on each side of the tear 
and paint them as well as the 
tear w ith more asphalt. If the 
shingle is loose 
and 
flapping, 
paste it down in the same m an­ 
ner. 


IF A SHINGLE is worn bey ond 
repair from the tree limbs or 
^any other objects rubbing against 
it, y ou should replace the shin­ 
gle. Lift the shingle, remove any 
nails possible and very carefully 
cut the worn shingle out. Put a 
new one in its place, nail it down 
if possible, paint the nail heads 
w ith asphalt and otherwise secure 
it w ith cement. 
If y ou find it necessary to re­ 
place the entire roof, check care­ 
fully for 
warped 
boards 
and 
nail them down. Remove and re­ 
place or hammer down loose 
nails, then sweep the roof clean.
